generally known, not only to his bare Fame, bur 
alſo co his profit, coward the incouragement of his 
worthy Labours, I have been induced to ſet forth 
this Paper, to recommend this Elegant and curi- 
ous piece of Art to all Noble and Ingenuous 
Pciſons. 

The Defign, is a Model, or Repreſentation of 
that Beavtifull PcoſpeA Adam had in Paradice, 
when the who!e Creation of Animals, were tOgc- 
gether ſ.bje&d to his imperiouseye, and from 
his mouth received their feyeral names, diſtin- 
Sui:hed by them to thole particular ſubſervienc 
Offices whe:cunto by Nature they were Ordai::- 
ed.

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The Ariifi hath ſo far complied with the per- 
fetand exaQ Original, as is poſſiblero humane 
Skill and induſtry. His reſearches and enquiries 
after Foraign, Outlandiſh Creatures, whoſc 
names are not ſo well known to theſe Quarters 
of the World (and thoſe ſmall and inconſider- 
able ones tov) was a coſtly Labour ; bur to 
preſent them to view in their natural ſhapes and 
poſtures to the Life, and beyond all former Fi- 
gures and Deſctipitions of them, as that every 
man may be as wiſe as Adam, and read their- 
names and qualities in their AſpeRs, is 2 moſt - 
meritorious obliging Vork. 

To enureratcall the Creatures (fo as they ſeem 
hereenlivened) by name,were a tedious and im- 
pertinent ta+k,only thus much ſhall ſuffice : what- 
ever the moſt unbounded and comprehenſive 
knowledge of any man fince Adam did attain ro 
in the Science of the Number and Form of Crea- 
rures, is certainly outdone in this Repreſentari.

Nay ſo compleatly hath the Ari:fl done this 
piece, that when firſt he placed him in the Room, 
the Old man having conduRted ſome Gentlemen 
thither,and while they were beholding the afore- 
faid Raritics gone out again z when the Show was 
done there; and the Ariifi was to ſhut the door, he 
eſpied, as he thought, the 01d man, ard defiredhis- 
PiQure inſtead of him to come our, that he might 
lock the ſaid door, till recolle&Ring himſelf, he 
found out bis happy and almoſt indiſcoverable 
Errour.
